U. S. FOREIGN POLICY. 

Secretary Olney Will Display Vigor 
in the Administration of His 
Department. 



Russia to Be Asked to Assist in the 
Sealing Patrol Against 
Britain. 



Buffalo, Sept. 30.— A Washington spe- 
cial to the Commercial aaya : "Thore aro 
strong indications that Sooratary Olney in- 
tonda to pursue as vigorous a foreign policy 
as tho intense conservatism of President 
Cleveland will permit. It la intimated in 
diplomatic circloa that ho will bood, if ho 
has not already dono eo, usk tho co-oporation 
of Russia in patrolling Behrlng soa for the 
preservation of tho AlaBkan Boala. This 
work, under arrangements now in foroo, la 
porformed by Great Britain uoting in con 
junction with tho Uaitod States. During 
die season just paBt the British Government 
has shown a manifest indifference in carry- 
ing out its part of the agreement. So lax 
havo been ita effjrts that the Canadian aoal 
piratas huve pursued their vooution with 
llttlo fear of molestation and have slaugh- 
tered the animals indiscriminately. Secre- 
tary Olnoy has not bjon unmindful of Great 
Britain's attitude and it la not putting too 
Lino a joint upon it to say that he is groatly 
'rrltatod with Her Majesty's government. 

" It Is how said that Rusala would havo 
assisted in patrolling tho soa when Groat 
Britain's services woro asked, if thia govern- 
ment had mado the request. The British 
ambassador at Washington, Sir Julian 
Pauncofote, throw all his influenco against 
tho proposition, and bo, too, did Mr. Bay- 
ard, our ambassador at London, when it 
was substantially advised by Mr. Greaham 
Tho argumont of both gentlemen waa that 
it would bo best for all ooncerned that Eng- 
"and and tho United States alone should be 
parties to the act. This was all right ao 
long as Great Britain faithfully performed 
her pari) of tho contract. Now that aho has 
failod to do bo, Secrotary Olney IntendB to 
invoke tho poworful aid of Russia in keeping 
tho sea clear of poachors, or at least that 
part of tho sea which it was agree should be 
exempt from tho rapacity of the Canadians. 

"Thia will be unwelcome intelligence to 
Great Britain, between which country and 
Russia a dislike more cordial and more deep 
seated oxiats than between auy othor two 
European powora. Great Britain will prob- 
ably bluster and Bay that she will never per- 
mit soalijg vossela flying the Eoglish flag to 
bo molested by Russian oruiaera. Russia, I 
am aasurod, will be Indifferent to British 
protests and will gladly assume the re- 
sponsibility of overhauling the poaohera In 
tho aea, lot tho conBcquencea be what they 
may. Aa a high offioial authority expressed 
the situation to mo to day ' England cannot 
-fiord to go to War with the Unitod States 
for ao trivial a matter aa a few fur eeala and 
she certainly will not dare attempt it against 
RuBaia and the Unitod Statoa combined ' 

" Thia statoa the case with epigrammatic 
foroe. Whatever arrangement 1b made be- 
tween Ruasia and America must take tho 
form of a convention, the ratification of 
whioh will require the sanction of the 
United States eenato. While no ono can 
foretell the acticj of thia body, it ia not un- 
likoly in the present Btate of feeling that ita 
aasent will be given to the convention and 
thuB open the door to complications without 
end." 



MINERS' CONVENTION. 

Objecte of the Gathering Which Is about to 
Be Opened at Spokane. 

Spokane, Sept. 30. — The convention 
called to moet at Spokano on Wednesday 
will be one of the moat Important meetings 
evor held in the Northweat. Tho object of 
tho proposed association is not to form a 
mining exchange, but to consult togothor as 
mining mon and otherB interested in minea 
and to encourage tho psaaage of suob laws, 
both atato and national, as will best aub- 
servo the mining industry. 

Want of organization has boon felt in all 
parts of tho mining districts of tho North- 
woBt, and whilo isolated or individual effort 
ofion fails to successfully oombat advoraitics 
which art) met with, tho combination of in- 
terests and genoral knowledge to be acquirad 
by co-operation have led to tho present 
movement. The field proposed to bo cov- 
ered by this organization aro tho States of 
Washington, Idaho, Montana and Oregon, 
and the Province of Brltlah Columbia. The 
promoters urge the presence of all who can 
t.ffurd thomeolvoB the short vaoation. 

The pooplo of Spokane, Eastern Wash- 
ington and Eastern BritiBh Columbia aro 
now having a practical illustration of what 
tho development of mines will accomplish in 
a buainoBB way. Spokano, owing to tho de- 
velopment of the tributary interests, has 
praocically recovered from tho offecca of tho 
panic, her merchants are enjoying a largo 
trade and at satisfactory prices, aa a Seattle 
man who recently visited Spokano aptly 
said : " Second-hand stores and asaignees' 
saloB aro now a rarity in Spokane." A num- 
ber of Spokano people are In rooeipt of largo 
and rogular profits, the results accruing 
from the operating of minoa, aa yet but part- 
ly dovolopod, tho farmere of Eastern Wash 
Ington are finding a ready market for largo 
quantities of form produce in tho mining 
oamps, thua enjoying praotiaally a home 
market, and a genoral feeling of prosperity 
roigoa whero a year ago the outlook was ox- 
tremoly gloomy. 

Mining operations, with tho smolters and 
other adjuncts, affordomploymontfor a largo 
numborof mon at high wages, and a mining 
camp alwaya offera a large market for mer- 
chandieo, machinery and timber, one of tho 
principal oharges for operating a mine being 
the timber hill. Tho timber nsed in the 
minea of the famous Corns took lode ia placed 
at a valuation of 535,000,000. In the own- 
ership and management of mines men of 
large capital and marked business ability are 
engaged, 

The coming convention is the principal 
matter discussed in mining oirolea, the gen- 
eral feeling being that although in the 
Northwest mining 1b in ita infancy it la ono 
of the ohlof resources of the Northwest, and 
it ia destined with development to become 
one of tho prinoipal aouroea of wealth in this 
Stat?, axd by many ibis believed that In tho 
near future tho mining interests of tho Stato 
of Washington will load the list in tho value 
of the annual product. 



GERMAN POLITICS. 

Chancellor Not Unlikely to lie Snperseded- 
Kelatlone With the Russian Government 
—Sale of National Secrets. 

Berlin, Sopt. 29.— Prince Hohonlohe, the 
German imperial chancellor, has abandoned 
the attempt to seoure a majority in thi 
reiohstag through tho aid of Centrist votes 
Negotiations aro now on foob between tho 
faotlona of the Conaorvativo party and the 
National Liborala and Moderates to Beouro 
concerted action throughout the next seaslou 
of tho reichatag on the moat vita) of tho gov 
ernmont measures. Tho movemont la at 
most corta.'s to succeed. 

Tho relations botwoen the Emperor 
Willlum and Prince von Hohonloho aro ao 
atruined that it would not bo surprising if 
thore should bo a new incumbent of tho 
imporial chancellorship before tho expira- 
tion of a year from tho dato on which tho 
Prince was appointod, whioh was on Oct- 
obor 29, 1S94 The visit, of Prince von 
Hohonloho to St. Petersburg in tho early 
part of this month has proved unfortunate 
for him officially. It waa alleged that the 
Chanoellor'a orraud whilo primarily of an 
official naturo had also a personul aide, the 
Prince desiring to obtain permission from 
tho Czar that his wife might hold the es- 
tates in RusbU of her docoasod brother, the 
Prince Savan- WittgenBtoln, whioh is said to 
bo worth 50,000,000 marks. The advancoa 
which the German Imporial Chancellor mado 
wore not more favorably recelvod than 
others whioh had proceded them, and the 
fact that Prince von Hohenloho should have 
asked a personal favor of tho Czar haa, ac- 
cording to uurrent report, greatly angered 
Emperor William. 

There 1b, indeed, a decidodly strainod fool- 
ing at proaont existing between tho courts of 
the two nations. Tho traffic of tho BaUio 
oanal has not developed in a way to moet 
the expectations of ita promoters. Owing 
to the number of acoidonta and the high 
tolls chargod only 700 vessels passed through 
the canal during the month of Auguat. 

Among thoso arreated in conncotion with 
tho dlacovery that aocreta regarding tho 
national dolenco were being sold to the 
Fronoh is a former Bavarian army officor, 
Pfeiffer, In whoao rooms in Berlin were 
found modols and drawings of German de- 
fence works and letters from tho Fronoh 
military bureau. Altogether Bomo fifteen 
arrests havo been made. Tho drawings and 
models aoiz^d aro for tho most part descrip- 
tive of tho now heavy ordnance and plans 
of fortifications, but throe letters found are 
reported to have contained instructions 
from the war department at Paria.

Af tor an absonoo of nearly aix months H. 
M. S. Pheasant, which left Eaquimalt in 
April for patrol duty in Behring Sea, haa re- 
turned to port. Her crulso haa been quito 
uneventful, for Commander Garforth 
remarked that ho had nelthor made 
any seizures nor had found any 
of tho. sealere in any way aoting con- 
trary to the aoaling regulations in force in 
the boa. Tho Pheasant left Ounalaska on 
September 11, and on the way down passed 
two sealers, ono of them the Enter- 
prise, some five days later. About 
the Marvin and Beatrice aeizuroa by the 
Rueh, Commander Garforth had not much to 
aay, but speaking of the skin whioh Capt. 
Hooper of the Ruah had claimed had a shot 
hole through it, CommanderGarforth did not 
feel at all sure that the hole might not have 
been made by a epoar. Aa to the Marvin's 
ammunition, It had been counted over ao- 
cording to a list mado by a Uni- 
tod States officor at Atu, Bnd whon 
after the Marvin had boen turned over to 
the Pheasant, Commandor Garforth had it 
counted there waa fonnd to be 
a Blightly larger quantity than 
the American's list had made it out. 
Consequently thia discrepancy may be 
looked upon as boing in tho Marvin's favor 
instead of against her. 



CANNOT BE TOO CAREFUL. 

Dr. Duncan Explains Why He Sent the "Straits 
of Sunda" to Quarantine— It Was 
Not Cholera. 

On Sunday ovoning tho big tramp ateam- 
abip Straits of Sunda, which came here to 
dock, roaohod port, 21 daya out from Hako- 
date, Japan. Contrary to present custom 
tho ship did not call at tho William Head 
quarantine station on hor way in and it con- 
sequently foil to tho lot of the city 
health officer, Dr. Geo. H. Duncan, 
to inspect tho vosrol. Capt. John 
Dowan roportod all his crew to be 
woll, bnt in making an inspection Dr. Dun- 
can diaoovored one auspicious case und had 
the victim stand asida until ho waa roady 
to givo him a more thorough examination. 
He found symptoms of cholora and aa the 
man had boon only sick 24 hours out of tho 
five dayB— tho poritd of incubktion 
of the dlaoaBO — ho considered tho 
caso ono in whioh caution should 
be uaod. Tho man'a pulae waa 110 
and^hla temperature 102 Ho oomplainod of 
paifja in tho back, and had other Bymptoma 
of " tho dread of the Orient." It was a 
caao of suspicion, Dr. Duncan explains, and 
it waa not tho duty of his office to allow the 
vessel to puss under tho circumstancea. Ho 
thorefore ordored hor baok to quarantine, 
whither aho went. 

Tho Dominion health officer, Dr. Jonea, 
thero inspected tho ohip and the particular 
man in quoation, and yesterday afternoon 
tho atoamer oamo baok to port. Tho auspout 
was atill aboard and ia now reported conval- 
escent. Tho ship came horo in ballaat and 
brought no passengers. Sho dooked laet 
ovenlng for cleaning and painting, aftor 
which aho goea to Port Blakloy for a lumber 
cargo. Hor trip horo was uneventful,

Tho district attorney saya ho is satisfied ha 
has put in a vory strong cubo, und doea notl 
like to tuko the chance of introducing tests* 
mony that might bo declared irrelevant by 
tho supreme court. Tho defouco doo'a nob 
Boom to rely so much on an alibi now as ib 
did a few days ago, and ita efforta aro now 
boing devoted to an attempt to find flaws in 
tho proaooution. Durrant'a hopns now read 
on tho ability of his luwyera to ao munipu« 
lato procoedingB aa to create a doubt In tho 
mind of a juror aa to Beouro a disagreement. 
He can build on nothing more substantial, 
at tl it seems Impossible at present writing 
that ho can expect an acquittal. 

Not one of Durrant's 75 olaaamates will 
step to the front and say tho accused at«] 
tended Dr. Cheney's lecture of April 3. Tha 
simple fuot that nobody rocollocts his pres« 
once is proof positive to the prosocution thai 
he was absent. If Mr. Dickinson fails ta 
put the Btudonts on the stand Mr. Barnes 
will call them in rebuttal, and although; 
their testimony to the effeot that they do 
not know whether or not tho defendant was. 
at the lecture will be negative in oharaotor, 
it will thoroughly diaaipato from the minda 
of the jurors any impression created by tha 
introduction of tho roll call. In rebuttal 
the diatriot attorney will attack the roll 
book and by many witnesses |ahow tho cara« 
lcaa way in whioh the record of attendance 
at tho college 1b kept. It will bo shown that 
hardly a Btudent haa not at some time or 
other had the roll falsified by having & class- 
mato answer for him.

A Veteran of the British Army With a Bril- 
liant Record for Ability and Valor. 

Col. E P. Loaoh, V.C., C B, , command- 
ing Royal Engineer in tho Dominion of 
Canada, has arrived hero from his head- 
quurtors at Halifax, N S., on inspection 
duty relating to the E (luimalb defence 
works. Ho Is an ctliaur whoso Dime in men- 
tioned with respect wherever the liatish 
fl ig flios, and his war record Bpeaka for it- 
self and Bhows u most distinguished c»reor. 

In tho Looshai expedition of 18712 he 
waa with tho northern column aa survey 
officer and received the thanks of tho gov- 
ernment of India and tho medal with olaspa. 
In the Afghan war, 1I17S 80, when he com- 
manded bho survey roconnaiBanca of tho 
Shinwari country and was aevoroly wound- 
ed, ho waB present at tho battlea of Girishk 
and Malwand, and wasbrlgado major Royal 
Eaginoors and field engineor at the dofonco 
of Candahar. He was mentioned, in dis- 
patches to tho London Gazette of tho 7th 
November, 1879, ISbhOutobor, 19ih No- 
vembor and old December, 1880; he re- 
ceived tho thanka of bho govornmont of In- 
dia and tho Afghanistan modal with claspB ; 
and he was on tho closo of the war promo- 
ted to bo brovot major and brevet liouton- 
ant-co'.onol — and was awarded tho Victoria 
Croat, the dearest priz:d decoration of Brit- 
ain's army or navy, awarded only for con- 
spicuous bravery or devotion to tho fl-ig 
in bho prosenco of the enomy. In rola- 
tion to eligibility for the Crosa, bho 
(juoon's proclamation atatea diatinctly that 
neither rank, nor long aorvice, nor woundB, 
nor any other circumstance, aava tho merit 
of conspicuous bravery, ahall bo held to 
establish a claim to the great honor. 

In tho Soudan expedition of 18S5, Col. 
Leach was present at tho aotlona at Hashoen 
and Tofrok, aa well aa in tho alLiir at Tainai. 
Ho waa mentioned in dispatches to the 
Gazette of the 25 ah August, 1885, received 
tho medal with two clasps, and tho bronze 
Btar, and waa appointed a Companion of 
the Most Honorable Ordor of tho B»th. 

This gallant officer haa hold tho rank of 
oolonol alnce March 2, 1SS5, and served as a 
colonol on tho atatf in Egypt for nearly two 
years, in command of a field forco on the 
Nilo. Ho ia at present aeoond in command 
of tho Imperial troops in Canada.

.JUBILEE HOSPITAL BOARD. 

Arrangements Made With tho Maternity 
Home for Special Tarintnu 
for Nurses. 

At tho meeting of the Jubilee hospital 
board last night, Mr. Joshua Daviea pre- 
iding, a number of recommendations on 
minor mattorB wore made by the commlttoo 
of the month, who reported that the general 
state of the hospital was satisfactory. At- 
tention was dirootod to the necessity of hav- 
ing the fire escapes pub in position as 
promptly as possible. This last matter was 
referred to the incoming committee of the 
mont, whioh was also empowered to call for 
tenders for double wlndowa for the surgical 
ward. 

The special committeo reported that 
arrangements had beon made with the auth- 
orities of the Maternity Home so that the 
nursea of tho Jublloe hoipital (if they so do- 
sire) Bhall each have a month's training at 
tho maternity home at a foo of $25 a month; 
tho arrangement to come Into force October 
1, on whioh date Miss Ethel M. Ferris will 
present horBelf for a month's training. The 
committee recommends thab the medical 
board bB asked for their advice as to the 
number of cases a nurse must attend at tbe 
home before passing an examination on the 
subject for a diploma. ThiB report was ap- 
proved. 

Biforo tho adjournment lb waB unani- 
mously resolved, on tho motion of Mr. A. 
Wilson, seconded by Mr. Crimp : 

"That thia board horoby expresses its 
sincere sympathy with Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Hiyward in tho Bovore loss sustained by 
them in tho death of their Bon, and request 
the secretary to convey tho samo to them." 



HONOLULU'S PLAGUE. 

Doubts Still pxpresged us to tho Nature of 
the Disease— Great Distress Among 
Hawaiian*. 

Honolulu, Sept. II. — (Per barkentino S. 
G. Wilder to San Francisco).— Soventy two 
pojplo hnva boon attacked with cholera 
since the plague broko out, and of that 
number lifty-two have died. But two whito 
people wero among tho victims. During 
the last forby-eighb hours bub ono now caso 
haa developed. It is bolioved thab tho dls- 
oaso ia now in chock and that It is only a 
mattor of a fow woeka when ib will bo total- 
ly eradicated. A citizonB' sanitary move- 
ment has beon started, and already Bhows 
good reaultB. A houso-to-houso inspection 
is made twice a day, and all Busplcioua 
casos aro oent to tho hospital. Ib has beon 
demonstrated that tho nativeB will not re- 
port cases of sickness ; they appoar to bo 
afraid of whito doctors, who they olaim 
will kill thorn. Thoy aro a vory un- 
satisfactory raeo to do anything for ; thoy 
do not Been, to apprcniato anything 
that tho wli.'is do for tho;r welfare 

As a result of tho almost total suspension 
of busino68 many Hawaiian! aro out of work, 
and thoro appears to bo roal distress among 
thorn. A relief station has boon opened at 
which all natives may seouro supplies of food 
and raiment. Tho buBlnoes men havo sub- 
scribed a large amount of money. Thoro la 
still doubt as to tho roal nature of the 
scourge. The majority of tho medical men 
agreo that it is Asiatic cholera, but there 
aro .tome who maintain that it ia a purely 
local disease. Many of the oases have beon 
traced, and withoub exception tho praotioo 
of eating raw fish haB boon responsible for 
the Biokness. Tho fish in bhe harbor are be- 
lieved to bo poisoned, and the salo of thorn 
Ib prohibited. 

Tho quarantine by tho other islands Ib still 
maintained against Honolulu. Throo steam- 
ers will be senb to-day with freight and paa 
sengers, bub it Ib not bolioved that thoy will 
be allowed to land. Provisions aro growing 
short outside of this city, .and ibis boliovod 
that oteamors will bo chartered at San Fran- 
cisco to load for Hllo, on Hawaii, and Ka- 
hulul, on Maul.

PROGRESSIVE QUEBEC . 

It ib believed by a great many that tho 
French-Canadians are unprogressive, that 
they are satisfied to remain aa they are from 
generation to generation. This is the char- 
acter given to the rural population of tho 
province — the habitants. Bub bhoae who 
read a speech lately made by the Hon. Louis 
Beaubieu, Provincial Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, will have a different opinion of 
French-Canadian farmora. They will aee 
that those farmers are nob standing still, 
but are as ready to avail themselves of any 
opportunity of bettering their condi- 
tion as tho farmers of any other province of 
tho Dominion. When it was found bhat it 
paid the farmers of Canada to turn their 
attention to dairying tho habitants were by 
no means backward in taking the hint and 
in making the changes necesaary to convert 
the milk of their cows into hard cash. The 
progress whioh tho dairying industry ha8 
m »do in the four years between 1890 and 
1S1U in Quebec is very remarkable. The 
choose made in the Province in 1890 amount- 
el to 23,026,950 pounds, and itB value was 
$2 502,505. In 1894, 55,180,096 pounda 
were manufactured, valued at $5,518,069. 
I ; these four years the product of cheeso 
h.-.d iccreaBed 140 por cent. The increase 
in the manufacture of bubter was even 
no.-e remarkable. In 1890 2,779,668 
p-.urda of buttor were. made, 
worth 5555.952. In 1894 there wore 
made in the province 7,70-1,172 pounds of 
bubter, valued at §1,550,854. This was an 
ir crease of nearly 200 per cent. There were 
in tho province in 1891 722 butter and cheoss 
factories; and in 1894 theso had increased to 
1 453. " This year," said Mr. Baaublen, 
" we will sell a million dollars' worth of pro- 
ducts of diiry induatrymorothan last yoar." 
The value of Quebec's dairy products in 1894 
»Wia $4,140,376 more than ib was in 1S90. Ib 
/c»n bj easily understood that tho circulation 
Vpf so lart;o a sum of monoy as tho Queboo 
farmers received for thoir cheese and butt<r 
had a most beneficial effect, it stimulated 
tbom to moke Improvements In many direc- 
tions. This effect is well described by Mr. 
Beaubion. Ho aays : 

As tho operations become moro remunera- 
tive, the farmer makes improvements ; 
everywhere old methods aro boing discarded 
and meetings aro boing called to discuss tho 
best mothoda of instruction. But figures 
again, for that is what iB necesaary to prove 
to you that in tho provinco poople have ef- 
fectually embarked in the way of progreaa ; 
public mon, bishops, euros, and the people 
of tho citicB, all wish to take part in tho 
movemout. Four yoara ago wo had 73 agri- 
cultural societies ; to-day wo havo 600, 
Then wo had 7,000 subscribers to our agri- 
cultural journal ; now over 50,000 Then 
we had baroly 20 pupils in tho agricultural 
sohoolB ; now wo havo 125 Tho clergy 
themselves havo undertaken to find pupils 
and aro doing the good work well. Alroody 
two immense meotinge presided over by 
His Honor the Lieub.-Govornor and by tho 
ArohblBhop of Montreal and tho Bishop of 
Three Rivers, have boon held to urge the 
farmers to send their childron to tho agricul- 
tural schools. On all sidca tho appeal moots 
with a glad response, and now pralao bo to 
God agricultural instruction is quite a la 
mode, 

Tho French Canadian farmers have still 
plenty of room for tho development of tho 
dairying industry. There is a vory largo 
area of tins pasture land whioh before vory 
long will bo mudo available. Ono of tbo ro 
suits of this increasod prosperity is tho in- 
crease of the deposits in tho savings bunks 
of the provinco. Iu this the Fronoh Cana- 
dians oomparo vory favorable with tho in- 
habitant of Ontario, as the following atato. 
ment shows :

favor of the progress of the rural population 
of the Province, the more so aB lb is cal- 
culated to dissipate prejudices whioh have 
hitherto been general in the Dominion, un- 
favorable, aa regards their enterprise and 
their intelligence, with respect to the 
Frenoh-Canadian farmers. 



NOT REVENGEFUL 

The demand for the punishment of tho 
murderers of missionaries in China has not 
been u cry for vongeanco, neither has tho 
indignation expressed at what appears to be 
tho apathy or tho indifference of the Chineso 
Government boon the complaint of disappoint 
odrevenge. Impartialpersonsuiusbsoothat if 
missionaries and other foreigners are to live 
ill safety in tho intorior of China ib is neces 
aary that thoso who do violonoo to strangers 
permitted by the Governmont to live among 
them should be promptly tried and if found 
guilty punished as the laws of the coun 
try direct. If the Governmonb winked at 
offonces against foreigners, if tho authori- 
ties wore nob required bo procoed against tho 
offenders promptly and energetically, tho 
permission to roaido in parts of tho coun- 
try where there waa no local forco of foreign- 
era to protect strangers, would soon becomo 
a mockery. Tho domand for tho punishment 
of thoso who have committed crimos of 
which mieaionurieB and tho members of thoir 
households were tho viotims, is nothing 
moro than a measure of roasonablo precau 
tion. There is no moro of tho element of 
vengeance in it than thero Ib in procooding 
against violators of tho law in our own coun 
try. Tho safety of socloty and nob ro 
vengo is tho motive on which the proao 
cutiou of offenders is based in civilized 
countries. Punishments aro no longer 
cruol; every form of torture has boon 
abandoned. When it is necesaary to take tho 
life of an offendor ib is done in tho leaBt pain 
ful manner possible. Socioty must onBuro 
its own safety. 

When this is kopt in view it can 1)3 oaBily 
understood why good people who aro nob in 
the slightest degree vindiative are exceed 
ingly desirous to have tho Chlnoso who com- 
mitted outrages on missionaries punished. 
They want to see China kept open as a field 
for missionary effort, but thiB they know 
cannot be dono if the nativos of the country 
are permitted to kill and rob and do violence 
to missionaries with impunity. Those, 
therefore, who snoor at Chinese Christians 
for requiring the punishment of murderers 
and incendiaries are very shallow sneerers 
indeed. 



WE A THER PROPHETS. 

The faith of many people in Wiggins aB a 
weathor propheb is very remarkable. Wig 
gins prophesied thab bhere would be a 
storm on the 20ch of last month and hun- 
dreds of thousands of intelligonb poople 
looked for a storm on that day. Most of 
thorn, perhaps, would nob admib that they 
believed implicitly in Wiggins as a weathor 
prophet, but thoy would nob have been at all 
surpriaod if the storm camo on the day pro 
dieted. The day happened to be in most 
parts of this continent a remarkably 
fine one, and tho weather for tho Beason has, 
since the 20th, boon unusually pleasant. 
Thero have been no serious diaturbancoa of 
the atmosphere anywhere, so thab Profossor 
Wiggins' guess haa this year been a very un 
lucky one. 

Tho faith in Wiggins is tho more extraor- 
dinary as experience and reading havo con 
vinced every thinking man thab the weather 
is a vory dangoroua thing to prophesy about. 
Atmospherical changes aro, to all appoar- 
anoo, moat capricious. Thoy may be, and 
doubtless are, governed by fixed laws, 
bub exactly what those laws are and how 
they work have notyeb been discovered. By 
the aid of the telegraph tho course of storms 
that rage on the land can be traced and their 
dirootion known ; consequently thoir appear 
ance at certain places can bo foretold some 
hours boforo thoir arrival. Bub thero iB no 
moro mystery in this than thoro iB predicting 
tho day of tho arrival of an oooan Btoamer. 
It is ull a matter of observation and calcula- 
tion. Tho time of a storm's arrival ab a cer- 
tain place is known by means of tho tolo 
graph. Ita direction ia known and also the 
rate at which It travels. Its arrival 
ab a given point in u certain ttmo is there 
foro a matter of certainty. But no man 
living can toll what tho woathor will be, say 
in Viotorla on tho 15th of thia month 
Evoryono knows that as tho season advancos 
tho woathor grows colder, and they know 
that tho duya will bo shorter and tho nights 
longer, but whother that particular day 
will bo sunshiny or cloudy, fair or stormy, 
whother thoro will bo rain or snow or sleet, 
no man living con toll. The acienco of 
motoorology — if indood motoorology can be 
callod a science at all— haa not advanced 
so far aa to onablo thoso who aro 
most deeply vorsod in ib to prodiob 
what tho woathor will bo at a given day or 
hour ab any difltanoo in tho future. Ib is 
sab, thoroforo, to Bob down thoao who pre- 
tend to predict storma or other motoorolo- 
gical changes at cortain dates in the future 
us humbugs. It is jusb possible thab they 
may doceivo thomsolvea. Thoy may imagine 
thab thoy have found out how tho laws tho t 
govorn tho weathor work and may vonturo 
predictions whioh may happen to bo vorifiod 
by tho ovont. In that oaao the prodiotion 
waa nothing moro than a luoky guoas and the 
most ignorant person in tho community who 
ahould hazard a guons might be just 
aa luoky. But tho guossor who talks learn- 
odly und looks wiso provails on thousands 
to boliovo in him, whilo tho gueasor who waB 
honeab enough to admit his ignoranco and to 
uttor hiu prediction with a laugh would bo 
rogordod with contompt and indignabion by 
any ono among thoao thousands who 
might happen to hoar him. Bub tho frivo- 
lous though honoBt guoBoor and tho solemn 
and protontlona woathor prophob are, so far 
as tho poasoBsion of any real knowlodgo 
goes, exactly upon a level. 



THE COUNTESS OF ABERDEEN. 

The following letter has appeared in the 
London society paper called " Vanity Fair," 
and it is written, we are glad to see, by a 
" British Columbian " It was prompted by 
a letter aenb from Cmada, and whioh ap- 
peared in the isauo of July 25, and which 
accused tho Countess of Aberdeen of heirg 
In tho habit of interviewing tho servants of 
her hosts, questioning them as to how thoy 
were treated, advising the maids not to sub- 
mit to wear caps, and when Jeaving of cor- 
dially shaking hands with tho maidservants 
and menservants. Tho lebter we publish 
disposes of the wretched attempt to brirg 
Lady Aberdeen's motivos into discredit by 
misrepresentation atd untruth. 

As to tho ehakiog of handa, ib ia quite 
poaslble that lb might? have ocourred, as 
anyone who has over lived in Scotland is 
awaro thab ib iB a common practice, and a 
very good ono too, for tho hoads of house- 
holds to shake handa with their servants on 
leaving them and on meeting them after a 
long absence. Ib must, indeed, bo a very 
poor mind whioh would feel any humiliation 
in such a sociable act. The Countess is so 
well known and appreciated in British 
Columbia for her untiring energy in pro- 
moting tho general good of all alassos that 
wo cordially welcome tho letter of a " Brit- 
ish Columbian " in Vanity Fair : 

Dkau 'Vanity : — A. paragraph which ap- 
peared in V .otiy Fair on tho 25th July 
containing Home remarks concerning Her 
Excellency the Countusu of Aberdeen has 
boon coplod into aoveral newspapers on thiB 
side of tho Atlantic, and prosumably, there- 
fore, is regarded in sorno quarters as cre- 
dible. 

Aa tho statement In question ib quoted as 
having boon senb to you from Canada, it 
ueeir.B necessary to protest against tho idea 
thut Canadians bolie-ve in such a fantastic 
and absurd story. There Ib nob a particle of 
foundation for it, and indeed anyone who 
knowa anything of tho Count03B of Abordeen 
must, bo awaro that it would bo impossible 
for Her Excollonoy, or for any other lady, 
to adopt such a mode of proceeding, as it 
would bo obviously inconsistent with cour- 
tesy and good taste. 

Ab to the question of capB, anyone who 
haa been a viaitor at Government House, 
Ottawa, would have observed the trim row 
of neatly cuppod damsels in the private 
ohapol. 

Everybody knowa that the Countess of 
Aberdeen is an activo promoter of judicious 
and well considered movements for social 
woll boing — as shown for instance by the 
" Onward and Upward Asaoolatiou," of 
whioh she is founder and president, and 
which by a skilful organization unites mis 
tress and maid in a common aim undjjur 
pose. 

Bub bhis makos a calumny like tho ono 
under notice all tho more mischievous and 
mean, as calculated to prejudice Ill-informed 
persons against really valuable and well 
devised methods of usefulness in suoh 
matterB. 

Her Excellency spares neither time nor 
trouble in Canada in helping on humanity to 
higher aima, and ib is very painful to her 
irionds to see ber unselfish exertlona miain 
terpreted and misrepresented.

This, I boliovo, will 
be of groat advantago to tho city of Vancou- 
ver, for their eleotrlo railway system will be 
put in first class condition and a cboap power 
will be developed with which to supply 
electricily aa a motive power ab reasonable 
rates. It is proposed bo commenco opera- 
blons ab once by p'aoing the plant and be- 
ginning improvements.

A Statement of the Exhibition Finances 
Which Caused Some 
Criticism. 



Reports From the Waterworks En 
g-lueer-Mouey for Land Damages 
— Alderniauic Quarrel. 



The first business bofore tho city council 
last evening — all the members preaont Bavo 
Aid. Hall — was a letter from Drake, Jack- 
son »t Heluifkou, on bshalf of Hon. J. S. 
rlelmcken, stating that aa thn proposed im- 
provement on Belleville atroet will provont 
acceBa to his proporty, ho would liko tbia to 
be avoided, aud withes a conference with 
that in view. Tho iotter was referrod to 
the Btreet committee. 

Lieut. Col. Rawstorne, R.M.A., wrote In 
anBWcr to a letter Bent to him wilh reapeob to 
iho powdor in the Beacon Hill Park magazine, 
that he had again conferred with Admiral 
Stephenson on the matter, and that tho lat- 
ter informed him that aa his magazine on 
Magaz'no island is already overorowded he 
oanuoc store the powder thoro. He advised, 
however, if the council will repair the 
stage leading to the maguzino near the R. 
M A. barracks, that the powder bo plaoed 
there. With respeot to this proposition Col. 
Rawatorne declared that in his opinion tho 
public safety would not be better secured 
thereby, aa the damage from an explosion 
in tho ono place would bo about) aa bad aa 
in the other. He suggested that as the 
powder ia of no great value in theso days 
tho Dominion and Imperial authorities be 
requoated either to remove it to another 
atorehouao or permit the city to havo it de- 
stroyed. The matter was left to tho Mayor 
to liud out what oan be done.

McLellan thought that ainoo tho 
dirro uis have dono their boBt, without any 
pay, the council should not too ciosaly scru- 
iiniz> the shape in which they present tholr 
accuunts, but should pay tho $S00 virtually 
promised in thoopring. 

The Btatemont was thon referred to tho 
auditor. 

An application for aid to tho matornity 
home was road, it stating that unless some- 
thing of thia aort is dono the home will have 
to cloao itB doors, although thoro aro three 
charily caeca about to como to it. Referred 
to committeo. 

T. Lawrlo again complained of a disgust- 
ing open drain near No. 11 Springfield ave- 
nue. Referred to streets committee. 

Thomas Shotbolt directed attention to 
tho condition of some of the equaroB of 
pavomont opposito his storo, put down by 
the city. Referred to Btroete committeo. 

Au application on bohalf of John Hem- 
ming for admission to the Oid Men's Home 
waa reforred to tho home committea. 

Eberts & Taylor wrote that the city can- 
not interfere in the matter of tho monument 
on Mr. Storoy'a plot in tho cometory, com- 
plained of by Mr. Storoy. 

The Water Commissioner reported that 
with the approval of the Mayor it haa boen 
agreed to pay Mr. Steinbergor $700 on ao 
count of his long outstanding claim for the 
overflow of his lands at Elk lake, that gon- 
tleman having agreed to eottlo at the ono 
time that and a further claim to arise from 
the overflowing of more ladd when tho level 
of the lako ia raised. Referred to water 
committoe and commissione^to report, after 
Btrong protests againBt the propoaed pay- 
ment. 

WATERWORKS IMPROVEMENTS 

A report from the Water Commissioner 
enoloaed tho following two letters, addressed 
to him : 

Beaver Lake, Sept. 25, 1895. 

Sir ; — I beg to oall your attention to the 
desirability ot taking some action in regard 
to tho improvement of tho basin lying be- 
tween tho main dam of tho now waterworks 
und the cofferdam for samo. 

My idoaa about this matter have alwayB 
been to improve tho cofferdam to a etate of 
permanency, cutting and opening in tho centro 
for admiaeion of tho water, and to place in 
this opening a system of sluicea and Bcreens 
to oatoh the debris. And further to remove 
the mud from the basin between tho main 
dam and the cofferdam bo bs to form a 
settling basin from which tho water greatly 
improved in purity might enter the filter 
bods. As you aro aware, this work is not 
inoluded in the waterworks contract now in 
progress. 

If, however, steps as above outlined or to 
tho Bams effect aro not takon the removal of 
the coffordam or part of it will bo neocssary 
upon tho completion of tho work. 

While laying this matter before you I beg 
to mention that if an improvement as above 
suggested should be decided on, it would be 
much easier to build tho opening in the cof- 
ferdam in the near futuro, before tho watir 
commences to raise, than at a later period, 
avoiding of course to open tho cofferdam 
until the main dam is up in case any aool- 
dent should happen. MoBt respectfully 
yours * G E. Joroensen.

Sir ; —I beg to ask your permission to 
substitute with concrete the brickwork oo 
curring in the conBtruotion of the now 
waterworks. Acoording to tho specifications 
briokwork is required in tho contral ducts 
and culverts of the filterbeda and in the 
walls of the different chambers. 

The ahapo ot tho ducta and culverta if laid 
in concrete nquires rathor intricate forms 
or moulds, a fact which led mo to decido on 
b, Ickwork, when making the specifications.
